The 
country all along the river between 
Peking and Tien Tsin is a low, alluvial 
plain almost impassable for wheeled 
▼ehicles In the wet season and under 
Quito a high state of cultivation. It 
presents no natural defensive features, 
and the war department knows of no 
strategic reason why the Chinese 
should have made a stand there rather 
than at any of the other dozen villages 
•a«t of the walled town of Tung Chow, 
where, is stored an immense amount 
of provisions upon whicb the city 01 
Peking would have to depend In ai^c 
of siege.

Correspondents at Tien Tsin are nn 
able to get anything fresh through. / 
dispatch from Shanghai dated August

count of the differences of opinion 
amongthegenerals. American, Briti 
and Japanese commanders favor one 
plan and the Russtons. French and 
Oernums faTor another plan. 

Prince Tuan aeekn to inspirit hla 
army by proclamations, ordering ever;, 
foot of the road from Tien Tsin to Po- 
kin to be disputed. The Chinese troop, 
have evidently been paid in full and 
troops, money and supplies are goin;, 
to Peking from tlie southern prov 
inces. It is deemed quite probable 
that the Chinese will make a aerce 
flght at Peking on a much greater 
scale than during the defence of Tien 
Tsin.
